When the Social Security law was 


originally adopted the Old Ago Bene- 
fits scclion was universally praised, 
but there was no such unanimous 
feeling about the Unemployment In- 
surance scclion. 


In the first place, employer and 


employe divide the cosl of Old Ago 
Benefits 50-50; and 
in the second 


place, the employe does really get 
the money. 


But with Unemployment Insurance 


these features arc almost completely 
reversed. In the first place, the em- 
ployer pays all Ihe cosl, the employe 
pays nothing; and in the second place, 
if Ihe employe works for a newspaper, 
a water & light plant, a bank, or any. 
large and Well-established store, in 
which employment is stabilized the 
year 'round, the employe will never 
get any part of this money. 


The Unemployment Insurance sec- 


tion of the Soqial Security law is a 
neat conspiracy to fix a tax on per- 
manently employed people for the 
benefit of the nation's part-time work- 
ers. Originally it was provided that 
the stabilized industries could es- 
cape most of this tax by the merit- 
rating system, which we are looking 
forward lo in 1942—but if congress 
repeals merit-rating then Unemploy- 
ment Insurance should be dropped al- 
together. 


It is harmful to business and em- 


ployes alike in a great deal of Amer- 
i^an __industry^ and commerce. And 
wiffioul"" the Tiiorit rating provision 
Ihe'claim of Ihis Social Securily div- 
ision to be an "insurance program" 
is jusl a big joke.

Stroke of Lightning 
in Bolivia 


For more than two years, American 


newspapermen, diplomats, 
business 


men, and all sorts and conditions 
of visilors have been describing Nazi 
penetration into South America. 


From the hysterical reports 
that 


Germany was about to take over Ihe 
whole continenl by telephone, to the 
pooh-pooh reassurances thai Ihey were 
not really getting anywhere, there 
have been reports of all degrees of 
torriclity. No report has ever denied 
that the Nazis are there, doing what 
they can. 
^ 


Over this somewhat murky picture 


the story of the frustration by timely 
Bolivian action of a potential "putch" 
there by Nazi sympathizers illumines 
like a flash of lightning. 


Bolivia is a country which has po- 


werful German influence. The Boli- 
vian army was German trained. Of- 
ficers from Germany who helped train 
and direct il in Ihe Chaco war re- 
mained afterward. Many young Boli- 
vian army officers have sentimental 
and professional attachment not only 
to things German, but to things Nazi 


That in the very face of all these 


facts, the Bolivian government had 
the courage to kick out the German 
minister and arrest squads of power- 
ful and influential people, argues that 
il felt the menace was very real. 
Bolivia moved first. 


The South American situation sums 


up to this; In no country is there a 
people, or even a large popular min- 
ority, which likes or wants Nazis. 
Bui in almosl every country there 
is a small and powerful minority of 
army men and reactionaries who do

sia's great Black seaport of Odessa, 30 
miles away. 


The report said that German artil- 


lery fire halted troop trains in an at- 
tempt lo withdraw fro mlhe front. 


"Russian forces, had to leave the 


train and accept battle in hand to himcJ 
struggles and Soviet units were com- 
pletely wiped out with bloody losses," 


A whole Red army division, 15,000 


men, DNB said, was smashed in a 
gruesom scene of destruction. 


Moscow reports said lhat Soviet 


troops were taking the initiative at 


some points and a Red army bulletin 
reported fierce fighting overnight. 


Authorized quarters in London said 


there was absolutely no indication thai 
the fall of Leningrad or Soviet defeat 
on the vital central front at Smolen- 
sk was imminent.

not require any advice from Ger- 
many." 


Welles made the comment to a press 


conference on the action of Mexico in 
rejecting a German request that it 
protest U. S. action of blacklisting 
hundreds of firms in Latin-America 
believed to be working for the Axis. 


He also praised the action of several 


Latin America* countires in taking, 
recent measures against Axis moves. 


"All the action is in harmony with 


the Inter-American soldarity," he said, 
and described them as heartening to 
this country.

Karakul lambs. The U. S. fur in- 
dustry imports 250,000 lambskins a 
year.

scribed as the greatest spy ring in the 
history of the U. S. 


Some of the story cannot be writ- 


ten now. Only eight at this writing are 
pleading guilty seven persons who 
pleaded guilty to preliminary charges 
changed their pleas to 'not guilty' 
when arraigned on the indictment) 
Eight guilty persons make a sizable 
spy ring in anybody's country. (Tin 
others arc presumed innocent.)
